NOTHING NEW DEVELOPED 


Telegram from Opelika Says Gover- 
nor Is Better. 


MAY BE ABLE TO COME TO CAPITAL 


If He Continues To Improve as, He 
Did Yesterday, He Can Take the 
Oath on December Ist. 


Montgomery, Ala., November 14.—(Spe- 
oll.) -The succession to the governorship 
remains an unsettled proposition and to- 
day has developed nothing new regarding 
it. Governor-elect Samford's condition 
remains practically unchanged. He ,is 
extremely ill. A report will be circulated 
during the morning that he is improving, 
and hopes for his recovery are entertained, 
and it will be followed by another later 
on that he is dying. The anxiety here is 
intense but was somewhat relieved fo- 
night by the authoritative announcement 
from Opelika that the’ governor-elect had 
commenced to mend and that it was not 
unreasonable to believe that he would be 
tble to come to Montgomery and take 
the oath of office on December Ist.

Tho request was made yesterddy of

After an exhaustive argument touching 
every breed of canine known to its mem- 


ders, the general judiciary committee of | 


the house yesterday afternoon recom- 
mended the passage of the bill calling 
for the repeal of the famous dog law. 
The action of the commitee practically 
seals the doom of the law, which has 
been on the statute books only one year, 
and which has never become operative 


in any county of the state. — 


It required twenty years of ardent ef- 
fort to bring the general assembly to the 
point where it regarded thd dog law as a 
necessity, and now that another legtsia- 
ture is in session the Indications are that 
The 
measure calling for the repeal of the act 
was introduced by Mr. Stewart, of Cal- 
houn, and with the favorable report of 
the general judiciary the bill will very 
likely pass the house. The dog law, un-

workers and for the defense of the coun- 
try.

Stott, heads of 
the two concerns, within three days of 
each other, has brought a crisia by dis- 
solving both firme at a moment when the 
large sum were due. The Stott mills are 
located in 8tottville, N. V. One note, in- 
dorsed for the Stott Co@pany for $109,000, 
is due tomorrow. Other notes for nearly 
half a million are due soon. The Btott 
Company, in which the Strong Company 
is largely Interested, counsel said today 
had indorsed notes of the Strong Com- 
pany in return, but for an insignificant 
amount, probably leas than $100,000 in all.

SCOTT WILL GO TO SCAFFOLD. 


| Negro Convicted of Murder of Carrie 


Huguley.

: Sdmond may be a very good boy, but 
on this occasion he was evidently In very 
bad company. aCrrie Huguley, for whose 
murder Edmond stands convicted, wes the 
convicted last November for killing Son 
Chapple, her paramour. Mary Lou 
Fears, at the time of her conviction, was 
only thirteen years old, and the jury try- 
ing her reduced the charge of murder to 
manalaughter, and a sentence of seven 
years was imposed upon her. It is re- 
ported that she died in the penitentlary 
just about a week before her mother was 
killed. 

At the same time Edmond killed Carrie 
Huxuley he also killed Letla Huguley, a 
sister to Carrie. Both women were shot 
in the eye. One was killed instantly and 
the other lived but a few minutes. Neither 
of them spoke after being shot. Edmond 
nas not vet been tried for the killing of 
La Huguley. 

Fadmond claima that the ehooting was an 
accident. That Letla caught him by the 
shoulders from behind: that he had his 
pistol in his richt hand and raised both 
hands to his shoulders to release her from 
him. and that as he did so the pistol was 
accidentally discharged and killed her.

Garments Are Sent Out Full of the 
Germs of Consumption. 


RIXEY ON THE ST, LOUIS STRIKE 


He Says Strike Has Never Been De- 
clared Off—Favors Compul- 
sory Arbitration.

Washington, November 14.—The indus- 
trial committee today examined Thomas 
P. Rixey, labor commissioner of Missouri, 
and James p. Reynolds, of New York. 
Mr. Rixey's testimony included a de- 
tailed account of the St. Louie street 
car strike, which, he said, never had been 
declared off. Mr. Rixey advocated a com- 
pulsory arbitration.Jaw. He said the ar- 
bitration law of Missouti had proved so 
inadequate that he had not invoked it 
in the St. Louls Strike. Mr. Rixey as- 
serted that the people were no more law- 
less than the people of other states and 
said that as a rule it was not necessary 
to shoot them down in order to compel 
them to obey the law. ; 

James P. Reynolds, head worker of the 
university settlement of New York, tes- 
tined as to the redemption of slums in 
New York city. The society's bullding 
in Eldredge street, Mr. Reynolds said, 
is now largely surrounded by Russian 
and Polish Jews and by Roumanians, but 
he thought these were gradually being 
crowdert out by Itallans as the Germans 
were earlier by the Jews and the Irish 
by the Germans. He said that the chil- 
dren of the quarter manifest a disposi- 
tion to become ashamed of thelr parents 
and not all of them were disposed to 
adopt the tradea of their fathers. 

Mr. Reynolds also contributed consider- 
able 1 cogcerning the swdat 
shops of the east side. He said that gar- 
ment making is pursued largely in that 
section’ in private apartments and that It 
had dengenerated in recent years. He at- 
tributed several recent fallures of large 
establishments to the sweat shop compe- 
tion. He had investigated one instance 
of 1% workmen, four of whom were work- 
ing regularly twenty hours per day, six 
of them twelve hours and others less 
time, ranging down to ten hours per dax. 
In cases of long continued daily service 
the wages were not Increased commen- 
surately with the timé put in by the 
workers. In many cages the work rooms 
are used as sleeplag apartments and a 
large percentage of the quarters are in 
& unsanitary condition. . 

The witness said the force of inspectors 
under the state law was inadequate and 
that there had been complaint against 
the too strict enforcement of the law be- 
cause of the danger of compelling the re- 
moval of workers to other states. 

Mr. Reynolds gaid that there was much 
typhus and also much tuberculosis in 
the sweat shops. Garments were often 
upon the dirty flocrs and when Governor 
Roosevelt, who investigated the quéstion, 
visited the quarjers he found the goods 
stored in a back room, occupied by 4 man 
in the last stages of tuberculosis. The wit- 
neas expressed the opinion that four-fifths 
of thee garment work in New York is 
done ih the sweat shops. An establish- 
ment on Fifth avenue Was as apt to em- 
ploy these agencies as places elsewhere 
and the style of a garment was no guar- 
antee against the place of manufacture.

Rhodes, who has long been a friend of 
the Hornbuckle family and ied with 
them, had hig room burglarized two or 
three times lately. After the first burg- 
lary he bought a new, strong lock to 
fasten the door. Yesterday the new lock 
was broken, 

Money was kept in a desk in the room 
and it was from this desk that the boy ald 
the stealing. 

When asked why he committed such a 
crime for the sake of securing only «a few 
dollara; the youthful prisoner repiled: 

“I don’t know why I did it. I work and 
mak, a living, but somehow I just 
couldn't regist the temptation to get the 


mohey I knew Mr. Rhodes kept in the. 


desk. 1 broke the lock and don't deny a 
thing 1 did. But I haven't a cent of the 
money left. I reckon I took about 828 
altogether.”’

YOUNG WHITE WOMAN 


While returning to her home in West 
End from her work last night between 7 
and 8 o'clock, Miss Ola Smith was attack} 
ed by a negro and only her wild screams 
for help and the appearance of people on 
their porches caused him to desist. 

The negro, who was well dressed, fol- 
lowed Miss Smith all the way from the 
center of the city, and waited until she 
had nearly reached her home before he 
attempted the assault. Once he dvertook 
her and asked her a question about a 
street in West End, Miss Smith giving 
him a civil answer as she hurried on, 
excited and frightened, toward her home. 

The affair created considerable excite- 
ment. As soon as the news of the aa- 


Call Officer Covington mounted on horses 
and hurried to the scene of the attempted 
crime. Police Commissioner Jones, who 
was at the barracks when Sergeant Beav- 
ers sent in a telephone message, accom- 
panied the officers in his buggy. 

It was but a few minutes after the af- 
fair had occurred when the officers were 
there making every possible effort to cap- 
ture the negrd., 

Captain Ball, before leaving the bar- 
racks, sent out the general alarm with a 
description of the negro wanted. 

Miss Smith, although greatly excited, 
gave a full account of the affair, fur- 
nishing the police with an accurate de- 
scription of her assailant. When asked 
if she would recognise the negro if she 
saw him again, she replied: 

“Know him? I most certainly would. 
His face was indelibly impressed upon my 
mind and I will remember how he looked 
until my dying day. I saw him under a 
bright light just before he seized me.“ 


Was Going Home from Work. 


Miss Smith works in a cigar factory at 
No. 73 Auburn avenue. She does not get 
off from her work until late In the even- 
ing. Her residence is at No. 25 Oglethorpe 
avenue, in West End. She often rides 
home, but at times when the weather ts 
good she walks. Last evening she had 
another young lady to accompany her a 
part of the way and she walked out 
Whitehall street. She noticed a negro 
man walking behind her and saw that 
he was the same person who had followe 
her and her friend from the corner of 
Mariettu and Broad streets. She thought 
little of this at first and was not alarmed 
until the negro overtook her at the White- 
hall street crossing in West End. an -l 
then she became frightened and quicken- 
ed her footsteps. 

The negro fell behind after asking her 
a question about West End avenue, but 
he continued to go in the same direction. 

After furning the corner of Gordon and 
Lee streets, Miss Smith looked back and 
did not see the negro. She met Police- 
man Bowie and would have told him about 
the negro if she had seen him still in 
sight. She walked up Lee street to Oxle- 
thorfe avenue and at the corner of Leo 
and Oglethorpe she beheld the negro 
standing under the electric light. He had 
run around the block and headed her off. 
As she attempted to pass him he called 
out to her to stop. She began to run and 
he ran after her, overtaking her in a

“He was small,“ she said, and had a 
light yellow co mplexion and wore a full, 
short, dark bear He was dressed in a 
light suit of clothes and a new brown 
derby hat. He was well dressed. I am 
certain I would know him agatn, no mat- 
ter where I should see him. And his 
voice I shall never forget. I cut across 
an old field one time to get out of his 
way and he till followed me. I was not} 
certain he was after me untll then. I 
walked very fast, and when I saw him 
under the arc light at the corner of Lee 
street and 1 avenue 1 tried to 
get around him and when I had ssed 
by him I ran as fast as I could. He 
called to me and when I was near my 

ate he seized me. I fought him as best

Along with Hall, C. M. Herndon and 
Bob Langley, both youths, were lecked 
up at the police barracks. 

David Webb, as was stated in yester- 
day's Constitution, was arrested Tueg- 
day morning, and it was through a state- 
ment made by Webb that the other arrests 
followed. Webb made what he claimed 
was a full confession, and in it he said 
‘Hall had organised the gang and con- 
cocted the scheme for robbing the engine 
houses by sending in false alarms of fire 
over telephones. , 

Hall gave bond yeaterday 4 be- 
fore Justice Bateman. He seemed to be 
much affected when released, vowing that 
he was innocent and that he was being 
falsely accused by the man whom he ald - 
ed the detectives to capture. 

The whole affair is growing to be quite 
a sensation. Engine house No. 6 was 
looted a week ago when a false alarm 
of fire was sent in over a telephone. 

A watch stolen from one of the firemen 
was found by the detectives in a pawn

He 
says that because he located Webb for 
the officers, Webb now seeks to get re- 
venge by trying to implicate him in the 
robbery.

HE report of the sub-committee to investigate and report on the consti- 
tutionality of the depot bill introduced by Mr. Wight, of Dougherty, was 
filed with the Western and Atlantic committee of the house yester- 


day afternoon. The report deals briefly but exhaustively with the subject, | 


and indicates in a conclusive manner that there can be no constitutional objec- 
tion to the plan under which it is proposed to obtain funds for the erection 
of the new station. Without aiming in that direction the report la the strong- 


est argument why the state should build the depot with the funds in hand yet 


produced before the committee. With every renatitutional objection out of the 
Way, the reasons for refusing to construct the new station on the terminal 
property cease to exist and the effect of the report is to clear the path in this 
direction. 

In order to make certain that no objection can be raised to the form in 
which the depot is asked for, the sub-committee, of which Eon. Porter King, of 
Fulton, is chairman, has recommended that two separate bills be substgtuted 
in the house for the one now under conaideration. The full report the 
sub-committee on the constitutionality of the measure is as follows:

Dear Sir—The sub-commit- 
tee appointed to investigate and report upon the conastitutionality of the 
bill introduced by Mr. Wight, of Dougherty, for building a depot upon the 
property of the state at Atlanta beg tc report ag fallows: | 

I. As some doubt may eXist whether the bill referred to is unconstitut'onal, 
because it contains or deals with two subject matters, to-wit, the buliding of 
the depot and appropriation of money therefor, and also the appropriation of 
money in the treasury which has arisen from the sale of public property, to 
replace other money in the treasury, to be used in the erection of the depet, we 
recommend that two separate bills shall be passed: one of which hall deal 
with each of these matters. ER 

2. The plan of raising money to pay for the depot contemplates ihe ex- 
penditure therefor of $163,442.80 now in the treasury, which was collect Hun- 
der the general tax act approved December 22, 188, for the purpose of Wee 
the interest on the bonded debt ot the state due January 1, 1901, and a the 
further sum of $29,207.50 which will be collected in the year 1901 for the pur- 
pose of paying the interest on the bonded debt of the state for that year, and 
to replace the amounts thus used with the sum of $482,750 now in the treasury 
arising from the sale of public property belonging to the state, so that the 
latter money will be used to pay the interest upon the public debt, and the 
money raised for the purpose of paving that interest used for the erection 
of the depot. The exact wording of the bill upon this matter, in sectlons 14 
and 16 thereof, is such that it is not entirely clear. and the seme ts, there- 
fore, not altogether satisfactory. 

The facts are, as shown by a written communication from Hon. R. E. Park. 
state treasurer, to the chairman of this sub-committee (which is herewith sub- 
mitted), that there is now in the treasury of the state $163,542.50, which was 
raised under the tax act of 188 and the tax levy already made, which was 
appropriated by the general appropriation act of 1898 to the payment olf 
interest on the public debt which becomes due on the 3ist of December, 1900, 
and is paid on the first of January, 1901. There will become due, on account 
of interest upon the public debt of the state, during the year 1901 the sum of 
$33,380, which was taken into account when the tax levy was made for the sup- 
port of the government for the year 1901, and part of this money is now in 
the treasury, and 82 greater bulk of the remainder will come into the 
treasury in January and February, 1901, and all of it will be in the treasury 
prior to July 1, 1901, It is now being collected by the tax collectors over the 
state under the tax levy already made. 

Your sub-committee recommends that there is no constitutional or other 
objection to the appropriation of this sum of $163,542.50 and so much of the 
$334,880 now in the treasury and coming into the treasury as will make up 
42. 750, with which to build the depot, and no new tax levy or additional taxes 
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will be necessary to procure said funds. 
They deem it proper to provide that the. sum of $432,750 now in the state 


treasury, and which arose from the sale of public property, shall be applied 
to the payment of the interest maturing December 31, 1900, of $163,342.50, and 
the remainder thereof, as far as it is sufficient for the purpose, to the paye 
ment of other interest items upon the bonded debt of the state, weh mature 
during the year 1901. 

They refer to the opinion of the attorney general of the state, Hon. J. 
M. Terrell, under date of March 27, 1900, given to the Hon. W. J. Speer, then 
the state treasurer, that this said money, to-wit: the $82,780 arising from the 
proceeds Sf sale of public property, could properly be applied to the payment 
of interest on the public debt as well as toward the principal thereof. They do 
not think that they could add to this opinion, and herewith submit a copy 
of the sau as taken from the eighth annual report of the attorney general, 
made to his excellency, Allen D. Candler, governor, in October, 1900. 

3 We submit herewith two bills. so prepared as to carry out, in a con- 
stitutional manner, the objects above referred to, leaving the same blanks in 
them, to be filled out by the committee, as to the number of commissioners 
and other details, as were in the original bill.

Butchered to make an Atlanta holiday, 
should be the inscription over the grave 
of Covington, Ky., if that good chestnut 
horse has to be shot as a result of his run 
over the hurdies yesterday afternoon. He 
pulled up on three legs: the bones in the 
left foreleg looked to be broken cleanly 
just above the hoof. 

Hurdle races over a half mile track 
are at best clown performances and at 
their worst they suggest a shambles. 
Some of that same spirit that made the 
hairy giants of the neolithic age go out 
and whack one another up with stone 
hatchets must survive in the racegoera of 
today. 

Days on which hurdle racea are on the 
card are sure to draw dig crowds, In 
deference to the popular demand the 
Jockey Cub management has put on a 
number of them If my memory has not 
gone astray in only one of them have all 
the baus and their mounts got under the 
wire in the same condition they left the 
post. 

These races breed jobbery and trickery, 
and intelltgzent bettors usually stay 
away from them. There was some fool- 
ish talk of a job yesterday. If there was 
a job in the race it didn’t show in the 
running of the horses. The race was a 
raugh and tumble, messy scramble. The 
boys were bumping and wrangling all the 
Way over the route. 

That old reconcentrado, Gomes, was the 
first to club his way across the trocha at 
the finish. Land Ho was a warm odds-on 
favorite at 3 to 5. Covington, Ky., was 
the second choice at post odds of 7 to 5. 

Mr, Bruen gave the field the cleanest 
sort of a good start. Higgins took the 
favorite out to make the going for the 
others. For the first and three-quarters 
of a mile he kept a steady lead of two 
lengths.

When the committee submits ite report a 
dillwill bedrawn up embodying its recom- 
mendations providi it is found neces- 
sary to redistrict t state: otherwise 
there will be no occasion for iégislation 
upon the subject. Much will depend upon 
the action of congress next month in re- 
gard to the basis of representation.
